Author of Mississippi Project 
Promoted for His Work 
| on Panama Canal.

He will return 
to private life with signal recogni- 
tion—a promotion to the rank of 
Lieutenant-General. 

Gen. Jadwin is the first 
officer to be retired as Lieutenant- 
General since Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, the noted Indian fighter. 
And although his promotion re-| 
Sulted from distinguished service 
in construction of the Panama 
Canal, history will record as his 
ésreatest feat the devising of the 
Mississippi project. 

This had been an unsolved prob- 
lem. since the founding of the na- 
tion.
